bad. Ife p2rson owing debts makesa settlement 
which subtracts from the property-—the common 
fund—an amount without which the debts-can- 
not be pafd, then since {tls the necessary con» 
sequence that some creditors must remaln 
unpald, there would be such an foference of fraud 
‘as would bring the case within the Statute, (Frees 
man v. Pope, L, R.§, ch. 538; Taylor v, Cremer, , 
1 Ch, D, 636; sx parte Chanlin, 26 Ch. D. 3193 
ex parte Maddener, 27 Ch, D. $26; and also ex 
parte Mercer, 17 Q.B.D. 290.) If tt can: be 
shown that the settlor at the time he made the 
settlement was indebted to the extent of Ine 
solvency or that he became ao, by the eubtrac- 
tion of the property mentioned In the settlement, 
this will invalidate the settlement.

the person-execating the sam. It lies on the 
settlor to prove that he was not only solvent but

voluntary settlement, ‘And the strongeyt case 
on tha volot, Is I think, that of é 9¢ Pearson, 
Ch. D, 867, in which the man was not Indebte 
and .did not go Into trade till eighteen years 
after, but m settlement, by which the first Ilfe 
estate wasto the settlor determinable on hie 
bankruptcy, was held platoly fraudulent, When 
the deed {s for valuable consideration the burden 
of proofis on the plaintiff who impeaches the 
transaction, and there must be some evidence 
upon which the Court can come to the conclusion 
that the Intention was to defraud ; for in chses of 
tettlement for valaablo consideration the fact- 
that tt ts for such consideration showa that there

bankrupt was hopelessly: insolvent, He {sa 
witnens for the plaintiff, who has examined him, 
He states what the condttton of bie affairs were 
at the date of the deed, He says he considered 
himself then to be {n good chcumstances, Some 
Of hls statements In his examination under the 
bankrup'cy have been gone toto, but none of 
them seem todntimute — hope'ess fasolvency, 
They are uncontradicted, There ts no evidence 
whatever of Insolvency, The case of Middleton 
‘v. Pollock, Ch, Dlv.. tog. {1 to some extent 
similar to this one, with this difference, however, 
~—that there fs proves that at the time Pollock 
made the settlement he was largely indebted, 
thouh whether he'knew. he was Insolvent was 
donbtful, and he made a selection of favoured 
creditors, towhem he gave security, In the 
manner described In .the Judgment to the, 
detriment and loss of the body of his creditors. 
The Master of the Rolls s Assuming, 
therefore, that {t had been proved not only that 
he was insolvent to his own knowledge, f think 
that looking at the atatotes and the suthoritles 
the payment was dona fide If it was Intended to 
to be a payment, and the securlty was Sona fda 
[fit was intended to be x security." The meqn- 
{ng of the Statute is that the debtor must not 
retain a benefit for himself, In all the cares 
which have been cited before me or fn othera 
which Ihave lonked op I have not found 
one In which there has not been strong 
evidence that the settler was largely indebted, 
but even ff he bad been the fact of a dona Ade 
creditor being defeated Ia not suffictent to set 
aside x deed frunded on vatuable consideration 
(sec Holmes v, Penney and Golden gy. Gitlam, 
20. C. D. p. 389) The hurden of proof of debts 
suffictent to avold a settlement for valuable con 
alderation rests In general upon the person who 
seeks to impeach It, Mey, in bls work on 
"Fraud," says, p.52t:—" There appears to be 
na cane In which a subsequent creditor has 
succeeded in impeaching a settlement for 
valuable consideration on the ground of not being 
made dona Ade, where there were no debts in 
existence at the date of settlement.” And -in 
support he cltes tha. cane of Smith v. Talton, 6 
L. J..S. a. 43. the principle being that where the 
-_ creditors have an opnortunity of proving and 
do not prove the existence of debts af the 
fime the setilement was made the action mast 
bedismissed (Manden v, Manden, 4J. L. Eq. 
18, and see Richardson. v, Smallwood, 4 
ac. 5§2... May (p. §zo) says the potot has 
never been expressly decided whether If all 
the debts due at the time of the settlement were 
peid before the wilt was issced a subsequent 
creditor could. maintefn an action to eet aside 
the settlement simply on the ground thet 
the settlement was voluntary, As the question 
whether a settlement is valid or vold against 
creditors {s determined upon consideration of all 
. the clrcumstances at the time {t Ii executed, so 
it Is plain that If the settlor was not then indebled 
no subsequent creditor can impeach it merely on 
the ground of the settlor’s subsequent {ndebted- 
ness tohim, But still {t may be frandfilent ff 
Inatead of belng a bona ide transaction lt were a 
~ mere closk for protecting the property of Russell: 
«  & Co, from thelr creditors and for retaloing « 
benefit for themselves, Now, what ate the facts?. 
I have found that Ruseell & Co. were largely 
indebted to J. M, Forbes, who was trustee for 
Howqut, for manies which be had advanced te 
the firm out of the trust funds, Howell Forbes 
swears that they wished to secure John Marray 
Forbes, who bad advanced money without any 
security, It is not shown thatthey were indebted 
at the time, or intending to undertake any fresh 
Stability or adventures. It fs true that there 
are certain suspicious clrcumstances. about the 
transactlon, vis, the absence of a schedulo of the 
property to be given fo securlty, fact that 
thle charge wae not registered at the tims (the 
deeds beia ft In the possession of W. H.

Word reached hera last evening that the enth:¢ 
serfen of fortifications at Wel-bal-wel, and the 
Chinese fleet also, bad been captured by the 
jenaccse, This seems to be entlrely probable—~ 
it wae only a matter of time after the loner 
defences were teken, The wires between this 
and Chefoo are sald to be “down,” but there is 
Hutte doubt that the Chinese have had (oferma. 
tlon right along, and the wires have only been 
“ down" to forelgners.. This is not a wie pro- 
cedure, aloce the fact remains the same, and 
we are to hear of any event not long alter. 
{t transpires In any case. Speculation Is rife 
an to the next move of the Japanese, 
and opinions are'by no means a colt, Some 
think they will avold Tlentsin so as to save 
possible compiicatians with foreign Powers, and 
land at some not for distant point. The Chinese 
evidently anticioate a landicg at some point to 
the south of Taku, since they are massing men 
in that directlon, and also at Shaobaikaan. 
body of 1,500, #0 tt fe sald, passed down the Taka 
toad yesterday for the Slaochan camp to take 
the place of those -who have been sent on to 
Cthik'ou, The Japanese may make demonstra- 
tlons at there two polste and land at some other 
place, ashes beerithe casein the pagt.
